Ontario (where you could 
not eat the fish), while 
virtually no money was 
being spent to stock the 
lakes in this area where the 
fish could be eaten in most 
instances. Williamson 
quoted the thousands of 
fishermen in Lake Ontario 
as the principle reason for 
the stocking of the lake.

He was also asked 
why each hunting camp 
couldn't get one doe license 
to which he replied that it 
would allow more deer to be 
taken than the Ministry of 
Natural Resources wanted 
‘See Number on page 1!

Vegetarianism is some- 
thing everyone knows a- 
bout, and something most 
of us keep our distance 
from. 

It has a sort of, pardon 
the pun, nutty connotation, 
as if it were a form of 
eccentricity. After all, look 
at us, we all eat meat, we all 
eat food with funny addi- 
tives, and we're all perfectly 
health ... er, just as healthy, 
er ... 
Well, most of us are 
conscious that our diet isn’t 
nearly as healthy as it could 
be. Many of us are very 
frustrated by the fact that 
it's so hard to eat healthily - 
everything seems to have 
additives these days, most 
common foods seem to have 
been identified as carcino- 
genics or cancer causing 
agents and most foods seem 
loaded with those two 
dietary downfalls, sugar 
and salt. 

This is National Nutrition 
Week and we thought it a 
good time to look seriously 
at what we eat and how we 
eat. Our quest for someone 
who had something interes- 
ting to say on the subject 
led us to Gloria Larkin, a 
Belmont Township resident 
who is very knowledgeable 
about nutrition, is a very 
accomplished cook and is a 
vegetarian. 

Vegetarianism may seem 
a long and questionable 
step for ustotake to ensure 
we eat better, but people 
like Gloria and her husband, 
Jim do take it and with good 
reason, besides the price of 
meat. 

To the Larkins, vegetari-

When George Bernard 
Shaw first decided to 
become a vegetarian in his 
mid twenties physicians 
crowded forth to warn him 
that an early grave would be 
the result. Sixty-five years 
later he was asked whether 
he had ever gone back to 
Harley Street to confront his 
medical friends. ‘‘] would,”’ 
he replied with a twinkle, 
‘but they all passed on 
years ago.” 


Vegetarianism 
At) 


anism is part of a philoso- 
phy of life. That philosophy 
treats food as much more 
than a three times a day 
refuelling. And that, as 
much as the actual vegeter- 
ianism, is the key to their 
diet. 

Gloria set down three 
basic principles of the diet: 

1. The state of mind a 
person is in when they eat 
and prepare the food; 

. 2. How a person cats. 

§. What they eat - a 
balanced diet. 

“You can eat the most 
nutritionally healthful food 


\in the world and still not 
get anything from it if 
you're upset. Somebody 
suffering from great grief is 
often not able to assimilate 
the goodness from the food. 
So your state of mind is very 
important to your nutri- 
tion,"’ Gloria said. 


Secondly, eating should- 
n't be a matter of dashing 
off something and then 
eating quickly and getting 
on to something else. If your 
food is to be digested and 
assimilated it all has be 
done slowly. ‘You have to 


drink your solids and chew 
your liquids, That means 
you have to chew everything 
thoroughly to get the most 
out of it,’’ Jim observes. 
Finally there's balanced 
diet. Vegetarianism isn’t 
strictly necessary, but meat 
should take a low place on 
the totem pole. Gloria 
suggests that an ideal diet 
might be taken from looking 
at the people with the 
healthiest, longest lives. 
Three distinct peoples 
iiving in the Ecuadorian 
mountains, the mountains 
of Northern Pakistan and 


the Caucasus mountains in 
the Soviet Union claim this 
distinction. According | to 
Gloria their diets are all 
similar: 

1. Fresh fruit and vege- 
tables, mostly eaten raw, 

2. Whole grains; 

3. Nuts and seeds; 

4. Meat occasionally; 

5. Eggs in small amounts, 

6. Lots of peas, beans and 
lentils; 

7. Cottage cheese, yog- 
hurt, kefir. 

This last category are 
lactic acid fermented foods 
and their advantage again is

To boot, according to 
Mrs. Larkin, the key is to 
drink lots of good, clean 
water and little alcohol. 


According to Jim, the 
outstanding thing about 
these people is their health 
and happiness. ‘People 
always said it was because 
they lived at high altitudes. 
But we're secing now with 
some of these people that. 
as their lifestyle changes. 
it's affecting their health 
and outlook. So it’s how 
they live, rather than where 


anism part

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of an awareness 
of what and how you cat. 


they live that makes them 80 
healthy."’ 

Gloria readily admits that 
their style of eating is more 
time consuming than eating 
out of cans ind T.Y. 
dinners. It's more work and 
it takes time. But if you 
believe that ‘‘the body is the 
temple of the soul” as we 
do, then it seems worth it. 

As for vegetarianism, the 
Larkins can marshall a 
number of impressive facts 
to back their belief that it's 
healthier to be vegetarian. 

Consider, for instance, 
that man has a very 
uncarnivorian digestive sys- 
tem. Cats, which are natural 
carnivores, have much more 
powerful and stronger di- 
gestive systems. Man who 
is considered to have 
become a carnivore but is 
naturally a fruit and nutter 
(not just a herbivore like a 
horse) has a much simpler 
system. He also has teeth 
more suited to vegetarian 
ism than meat cating. 

The Larkins also dispute 
the idea that vegetarianism 
can be unhealthy, that it’s 
difficult to get enough 
protein or all the vitamins 
you need. “We're lacto-ova 
vegetarians, meaning we 
eat milk, cheese and eggs 
We're very careful of 
protein combinations 
Phere's no need to fear any 
health problems 

As for red meat, being the 
source of strength, Jim 
points to the Olympi 
champion weightlifter who 
was a vegetarian and then a 
saying by American Philos 
opher Henery David Thor 
eau 


“A farmer once said to 
Thoreau: ‘You have to cat 
meat if you're going to work 
hard.’ Thoreau replied, “'l 
see, that's why you have 
vegetarians often pulling 
your plow all day” 


Vegetarianism may not 
be ready for universal 
acceptance, But the idea 
that goes with the Larkins 


vegetarianism more con 

sideration for what, and 
how we eat and prepare our 
food should be.

He lashed out at the 
Tories for making things 4 
lot harder in hard times. 
and for blaming i on 
outside forces. “‘Every 
other province in Canada 
has had to deal with the 


same national “policies. 
every other province has 
had to face the same 
international forces. Only 
Ontario has dropped to 
tenth and last place in 
growth.” 

He said that the slip in 
Ontario's economy had 
affected Ontario's standard 
of living immeasurably, had 
affected the expectations 
and hopes of the people in 
the province. 

Sticking largely to a 
prepared speech, Smith 
detoured for two topics * 
bashing the Tories for 
refusing to have a leaders 
debate and bashing them 
again for their commercials, 
‘‘Help Ontario to realize the 
promise." 

He said that, in spite of 
the Tories’ emphasis on 
leadership in this campaign. 
they were avoiding a leader 


debate because they knew* 


their record showed a 
distinct lack of leadership. 
“I'm disappointed at the 
fact there will be no debate.

Generic products are chal- 
lenging your loyalty to brand 
names. In fact, surveys show 
that sales of generic products 
are cutting into brand names 
products, not private house 
labels. 

Why are some shoppers ab- 
andoning their brand loyalty 
to buy generics? 

Surveys indicate that shop- 
pers buy generics mainly out 
of curiosity and because the 
price is generally lower than 
national brands. 

A survey by the Ontario 
Ministry of Consumer and

Generics: winning the battle 


have to decide on the basis of 
“value for the price.” : 

You can't ex that generic 
products will pa he same 
or necessarily be made from 
the same quality ingredients 
as the national brand. 

Take chocolate chip cook- 
ies, for example. The generic 
brand will probably have fewer 
chocolate chips per cookie 
than a nationally advertised 
brand. The reduction in the 
amount of an expensive in- 
gredient — in this case the 
chocolate chips — is the factor 
that makes the generic cookie 
cheaper than the national 
brand. 

What you, the shopper, have 


to decide is whether the re- 


duced number of chocolate 
chips is offset by the cost 
saving. = 
But not all generic products 
will differ from the national 
brands, Many generic products 
are made by the same manu- 
facturers as make the national 
brands. You won't be able to 


detect any difference in flavor, 
color or texture. 

Even when the product is 
made by asmall manufacturer 
there is no reason to assume it 
is inferior to the brand-name 
manufacturer. 

Only by trying the generic 
product, and applying the 
value-for-money , rule, will 
you be able to tell if the 
generic item is equal to your 
current brand. 

Depending on what super- 
market you shop in, generics 
will be displayed in one aisle 
or they will be scattered 
throughout the store to make 
comparison shopping easier. 

If your supermarket isa't 
carrying generics, oF doesn't 
stock as many generics as you 
would like to see, talk to the 
manager and ask him to in- 
crease the generic items avail- 
able.

If farmers can't 
afford the land the Provin- 
cial government should step 
in with land banking formu- 
lae so they can lease or buy 
reasonably.”

Also when you 
can anticipate having to 
make good on your pro 
mises you tend to be more 
careful in making commit- 
ments.

Getting your money’s 


Why should we try to get 
the best food value for our 
dollar? 

We can't do much about 
certain expenses such as rent, 
transportation and taxes — 
but other, more competitive 
areas allow us to shop as wisely 
as possible. Because food is 
such a constant and regular 
necessity, we can influence 
our budget quite significantly 
by following some common 
sense guidelines. 

To put it simply, there are 
basically’ two ways to cope 
with inflation: to either in- 
crease your income (by up- 
grading your qualifications to 
get a better paying job, or by 
getting a second job), or cut 
down on your spending. Since 
the first one is not a quick 
solution, we have to work on 
the second one. We have to 
reach deep “into the bag of 
shopping tricks and use all 
possible means of stretching 
our available budget. 


The right store 


Whether you are aiming at 
the lowest possible food bill 
or at the best value for your 
money, know ing the difference 
between various types of 
stores can influence your 
expenses. 

Chances are you can choose 
between markets, small gro- 
cery stores, convenience 
stores, supermarkets, and per- 
haps warehouse or no-frill 
types of stores. 

Markets and farmers’ mar- 
kets usually have the freshest 
produce, dairy products and 
meat, often at lower prices 
than regular stores. Small 
neighborhood greengrocers 
usually have equally fresh 
produce as many of them 


shop at the market or food, 


terminal every morning, their 
prices may be very reasonable 
if they have a large turnover 
resulting from faithful cus- 
tomers who shop for quality. 
However, their packaged and 


canned goods may cost more. 

Supermarkets, whether 
chain stores or independent, 
usually have more favorable 
prices ov erall than smaller 
stores, although the prices may 
vary. The produce, however, 
may not have the same fresh- 
ness; large quantities may be 
stored in warehouses until 
delivery to individual stores. 

Convenience stores — the 
types that stay open when 
most others are closed — are 
usually more expensive. You 
pay for the convenience of the 
long hours and the proximity 
to your home. You will have 
to decide what is more valuable 
to youY lime, or money. 

The cheapest — and for the 
time being, also the rarest — 
are the no-frill types or ware- 
house types of stores. Some 
of them carry brand name 
products only, while others 
specialize in generic (no- 
brand) products. The selec- 
tion is still limited and, the 
stores may not carry fresh 
produce or meat. The mer- 
chandise may be piled high in 
boxes or crates. Large price 
signs over the piles may re- 
place item pricing. There 
may not be any bagging: you 
may have to bring your own 
bags (or buy bags or boxes) 
and pack the merchandise 
yourself. In other words, the 
frills are taken out of shopping 
which results in lower prices. 

Once you know what the 
different types of stores offer 
— convenignce of location, 
frills, long hours, low prices, 
quality — you can then shop 
according to your needs and 
priorities. Prices may be lower 
in highly competitive areas 
where several food stores are 
within a short distance from 
each other. Remember also 
that with the high cost of 
gasoline, it may be more ex- 
pensive to drive a few miles 
just to save a few pennies. 
Therefore, if you have to drive 
any distance to a lower priced 
store, shop enough for at least

We tend to forget some of 
the best food shopping tips 
because they are so simple. 
But here they are again. - 

Never shop when you are 
hungry. When your stomach 
is full you tend to buy only 
what you need, not what may 
tempt a ravenous appetite. 

Shop alone and stick to 
your shopping list. Other 
family members may want to 
add items they've seen or heard 
about, often more expensive 


items you don't really need. . 


Make sure your shopping list 
is complete before you leave 
the house; this will help cut 
down on impulse buying. 
Buy the advertised sp 
cials and plan your meals 
around them. In many areas 
of the province, the Wednes- 
day papers will list the specials 
for the various stores; if the 
specials are not available, 
most stores will issue rain 
checks so you can get the 
same low price ata later date. 
If you have the space and 
money, stock up on some of 
the specials to help you cut 
the: shopping bill over the 


next few weeks. 


Try the generic (no- 


brend) products. If you 
like the quality (which is often 
comparable to brand names) 
you can save money on a 
regular basis. Also try the less 


expensive, lesser known 
brands. 
Switch to cheaper grades 


and cuts of meat. They 
usually require longer cooking 
but are just as nutritious and 
tasty. Also, calculate: your 
meat cost per serving rather 
than per pound; a boneless 
piece of meat will cost more 
per pound but will give you 
more servings. 
Comparison shop. Unit 
pricing is the biggest help in 
finding the best buy. 
@ Larger sizes are often, but 
not always, a better bargain 
than smaller sizes. 
@ If you use coupons, compare 
the price of another brand 
without a coupen with the 
ice of the national brand 
with the coupon. Which price 
is lower? 
@ Compare grades: a lower 
grade of peas, for example, 
refers to the size and not to 
the quality, but there is a 
difference in price. 
@ Compare the price of fresh 
produce: that in season is 
usually less expensive than 
that out of season. 
@ Compare the items on hard- 
to-reach shelves (at the top er

the bottom) to the items on 
the eye-level shelves: you may 
find that your eye is attracted 
to the higher priced items. 

Make the most of your 
food. Collect low-cost reci- 
pesanduse them. Ifyoudon't 
like left-overs, cook only the 
necessary quantities. If you 
have left-overs, think of 
imaginative ways to use them 
in soups, casseroles or salads. 
Check your fridge regularly 
for left-overs before they spoil 

Time, or money? One of 
today’s fastest growing indus- 
tries is the convenience indus 
try which includes fast food 
restaurants, microwave ovens, 
food processors, seme pre- 
pared or ready-to-eat foods. 
People are reserving more of 
their time for leisure activities 
for their physical and mental 
well-being, and many are will- 
ing to trade dollars for that 
lime. 

As foods can be prepared 
from scratch, require modest 
amounts of preparation or be 
purchased ready to eat, the 
dollars involved increase with 
the degree of convenience. 
You spend more time but less 
money when you cook with 
basic ingredients: you spend 
more money but less time 
with semi-prepared or ready 
foods. What is more valuable 
to vou: time, or money? The 
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decision is yours to make.

when Thomas decided he 
could produce alcohol and 
use it in his car.

Last 
year, he planted Jerusalém 
artichokes which, he says, 
row like. weeds and pro- 

uce a higher alcohol yield 


than mangels. 

The prosecution of Tho- 
mas, says Farm and Codn- 
try magazine, “Wasa case 


of pure bureaucratit vindic- , 


tiveness’. It may, though, 
bring about those needed 
changes in the act which 


will allow farmers to pro-, 


duce alcohol for fuel. 

It seems stupid - the law 
is an ass, an idiot to 
require a $200,000 bond. 

Certainly, those enter- 
prising Yankees have pulled 
out all the stops and are 
allowing farmers to “‘pro- 
duce alcohol like hell’. 
Bonding for farmers ended 
over there some time ago.

Constable Borger ran the 
gauntlet of drug abuse in 
his presentation which in- 
cluded illegal drugs like 
LSD and marijuana and 
continued through prescrip- 
tion drugs. He attributed 
the break-ins at drug stores 
in this area to the illegal use 
of codine and other related 
drugs. 

Another point that Con- 
stable Borgér stressed was 
that, while marijuana is 
considered one of the milder 
and more harmless drugs 
presently being used illegal- 
ly, the effects of long-term 
marijuana use is still basi- 
cally unknown. He told his 
listeners that the effects of 
any drug depend on” the 
amount taken at one time, 
the past drug experience of 
the user, the circumstances 
in which the drug is taken 
(the place, the feelings and 
activities of the user, the 
presence of other people, 
the simultaneous use of 
alcohol or other drugs, etc.) 
and the manner in which the 
drug is taken. 

Some facts about mari- 
juana that are presently 
believed to be true indicate 
that marijuana, use on 4a 
regular basis is much more 
damaging to health as a 
cancer causing agent than 


cigarettes, it does lead to. 


other more, serious, drug 
dependence, and use of this 
drug by pregnant women 
can lead to birth defects in 
their children and subse- 
quent infertility of the third 
generation is also suspect: 
eds although much more 
research must be done 
before this theory is proved 
conclusively. 

‘Parents shouldn't feel 
that their children won't 
come in contact with mari- 
juana,"' Constable Borger 
said, ‘‘and parents should 
be aware of the symptoms 
of marijuana use. Informa- 
tion on the use of marijuana 
is easy to get simply by 
contacting the Addiction 
Research Foundation of 
Ontario, which has an office 
in Belleville and which has 
pamphlets on many of the 
more common abused 
drugs.

Early in 1980, a group of 
concerned citizens began to 
meet with the aim of 
establishing a community 
based program for proba: 
tioners in the Centre

committee has allowed the 
growing services of com- 
munity corrections to be 
offered fully to this area by 
means of a three day 
volunteer co-ordinator 
working in Madoc. A 
distinct increase in the use 
of aoe work orders 
in court dispositions has 
been noted in the last six 
months. Victim-offender- 
reconciliation is being used 
on a regular basis. More use 
is being made of programs 
in Belleville by probationers 
living in this area . (ic. 
Onesimus House, Serenity 
House). The Fine Option 
program is available. 

More probationers are 
being supervised by volun- 
teers in this area. In short, 
the court and those in- 
dividuals before the court 
have access to an increasing 
number of community re- 
sources. 

The members of the 
Centre » Hastings rrec 
tions Committee, and the 
co-ordinator want to become 
involved in the decision 
making process. They agree 
with the basic aims of the 
Ministry of Corrections (de- 
institutionalization, etc.) 
and want to be involved 
in enhancing the justice 
system. 

When you appear in 
court, the judge may re- 
quest a parole and proba- 
tion officer to complete a 
pre-sentence report on you. 
A pre-sentence report is a 
collectidn of facts about an 
offender----- the person’s 
family history, including 
any previous contact with 
community social agencies, 
educational and -employ- 
ment record, and medical 
history. The judge may also 
request an assessment of 
the suitability of each 
offender for a community 
service order. 

Candidates for the pro- 
gram are carefully screened 
before a recommendation 
for a CSO is made to*the 
judge. It is the judge who 
decides if the individual is 
suitable for the program 
(based on facts ‘gained 
through the pre-sentence 
report) and how many hours 
will be completed. 

-Once the judge makes his 


decision it is the CSO 
co-ordinator (a probation 
officer, a correctional ser- 
vices volunteer, or a social 
worker with a private 
agency) who assesses the 
offender's interests and 
skills and chooses a poten- 
tial placement. 

The work involved could 
include shovelling snow for 
senior citizens, manual 
labor for the handicapped, 
indoor or -outdoor main- 
tenance, community clean- 
up programs or other 
service work. 

Ordering the offender to 
work without pay for the 


benefit of the community is, 


one way of seeing that 
society is paid back for some 
of the damage caused 


through crime. A servic. 

order provides the offender 
with a chance to participate 
with non-offenders in volun- 
teer activities for the benefit 
of the community. 

The approximate cost to 
the taxpayer of supervision 
for an offender on a CSO is 
an estimated $3 per day. 
Imprisonment costs ap 
proximately $50 per day. 

Service orders save (ax 
dollars in the short run by 
providing mandatory 
‘volunteer workers’ to the 
community. Of more im- 
portance is the opportunity 
‘given to offenders to be- 
come useful, law-abiding 
citizens who choose to 
contribute to rather than act 
“against society.

How to keep them 
down on the farm 


Two Norwood highschool teachers are 


bringing farming into highschool 


BY JEANNETTE MOORE 

Two local high school 
teachers, Robert Irvine, of 
Thomas A. Stewart Secon- 
dary School, Peterborough 
and Ronald Scott of Nor- 
wood District High School, 
have been given sabbatical 
leave from their teaching 
duties until next September 
to put together materials to 
aid in the teaching of a 
course on agriculture in 
Peterborough County high 
schools. 

They were not just picked 
at random by the Board of 
Education from the school 
system to tackle the job 
after the Provincial Dept. of 
Agriculture, becoming con- 
cerned at the decline of 
agriculture in the province, 
requested the re-instate- 
ment of courses in Agricul- 
ture in the area's high 
schools. The two men have 
been involved for the past 
three years with an agricul- 
tural course which they set 
up in Thomas A. Stewart 
High School when Mr. Scott 
as well as Mr. Irvine taught 
there, and they had likewise 
approached. the Board for 
permission to do the neces- 
sary research to set up 4 
proper course. They had 
found, when instituting the 
Thomas A. Stewart class 
there was little up-to-date 
material for them to draw 
upon, the last textbook on 
agriculture written for On- 
tario high schools being 
issued in 1948-49. 

one time Agriculture 
wi? a course taught in 
grades 9 to 12 in many 
Ontario high schools, nota- 
bly in rural areas, but these 
were phased out except for 
three or four schools 10 
years ago when a new 
course known as Environ- 
mental Science was intro- 
duced with Agriculture in- 
corporated as only & small 
part of the whole subject. 

Finding no suitable ma- 
terial and also finding those 
courses still in effect not 
what they were looking for, 
Aeing too close to the old 
agriculture teaching me- 
thods, the men are drawing 
from their own experience, 
academic knowledge, read- 
ing and from several U.S. 
colleges for material to 
adapt to high school level. 
They have concentrated on

aspects of a modern fann.. 

There are a couple of 
model situations we would 
like to emulate,”’ said Mr. 
Scott, when the two men 
discussed their work with 
this newspaper recently. 

‘Ohio has a super pigs and 
corn program and California 
Vocational School also has a 
good farm program. We are 
drawing on these two 
courses a lot where they 
apply, but there are differ- 
encés in such things as 
livestock, soils and climate 
which must be considered 
and adjusted.”’ 

They are planning the 
instructions for teachers in 
units dealing with various 
aspects of agriculture. Mr. 
Irvine has completed a unit 
on the history of agriculture 
in Peterborough County and 
has discovered some inter- 
esting vignettes on farm life 
in the 1800s which he will 


include. ._He notes that 
Cobourg was considered 
“the front’’ and Peter- 


borough area “‘the back’. 
The inns along the way to 
the front and back became 
centres for the exchange of 
agricultural information as 
farmers, mostly illiterate.

ideas. ‘‘It is interesting’ to 
note that even today among 
farmers Cobourg is still 
called the front and this is 
the back,"’ said Mr. Irvine. 

Another unit will be farm 
safety since 
incidence of accidents oc- 
curs with teenagers in farm 
accidents and farms have 
the third greatest rate_of 
accidents of any industry 
coming next to first and 
second place forestry and 
mining. The traditional unit 
on animal husbandry will 
also include information on 
the benefits of genetic 
improvement. ‘“There are 
still people who don’t know 
about such things. Also we 
will inform about marketing 
boards and how to set about 
getting a milk quota,’’ said 
Mr. Scott. ““We have found 
that even those students 
who live on dairy farms 
don't realize quotas are 
bought and sold since their 
farms have always owned 
quotas.” 

The teachers’ plans also 
involve a co-operative agri- 
cultural program, the stu- 
dent to obtain working 
experience on 4 farm after 
school hours with credits

ONE FOOT IN THE FURROW.

The world asa global village 


Few people in this coun- 
try give much thought to 
whether the harvest in 
Russia is successful. In fact, 
most red-baiters chuckle 
with delight when they 
learn the Russian bear has 
to prowl the world to feed its 
people. 

But those Russian fai- 
lures coupled with a below- 
average corn crop in the 
U.S. Midwest mean that 
Canadians will pay more for 
food in the next year or 
more. 

Why? Because. grain, 
which includes wheat and 
corn, are the major costs in 
the production of beef, hogs 
and poultry. It is the old law 
of supply and demand. 
Russia shops the world to 
feed her people: Any 
surplus grain is bought by 
them. This leaves much less 
grain for livestock feed. 
When the demand is there, 
the price escalates. 

The effects, then, of a 
grain shortage in Russia - 
and China, too - are felt all 
around the world. 

Only so much grain is

available. If the Soviet 
Union or the U.S. farmers 
are forced to pay more for 
feed grains, so does every- 
body else. 

The whole picture means 
that food prices will in- 
crease in Canada by 12 to 14 
percent, according to the 
Food Markets Analysis Di- 
vision of Agficulture Ca- 
nada. The increase will be 
led by pork, poultry and 
vegetable prices. 

Why vegetables, too? 

Because weather has 
devastated fruit and vege- 
table crops in Florida. 
Again, the old law of supply 
and demand takes over. The 
effects at the retail level will 
soon be felt. 

We can only hope that the 
vegetable crop in Canada 
this year will be a bumper 
one. Those boys in Bradford 
marsh need a good year, a 
bumper year, for a change. 
It may also persuade more 
people to buy Canadian 
instead of paying exorbitant 
prices for imports from 
across the line. Canadian 
consumers spend about $2.5 


billion a year on importea 
foods, money that could 
benefit the Canadian farm- 
er. Not all of that food can 
be grown in this country but 
there is no doubt in the 
minds-of most farmers that 
a good deal of it could be 
grown here given the right 
incentives for farmers. 

Even so, Canadians are 
fortunate when it comes to 
spending money on food. It 
is extremely difficult to get 
accurate figures but there is 
little doubt that Canada’s 
consumers pay less for food 
than any_other nation in the 
world with the possible 
exception of the United 
States. 

In most developed na 
tions, including the United 
Kingdom, Europe, Austra- 
lia and the Scandinavian 
countries, food costs eat up 
about 25 to $0 cents of every 
disposable income dollar. In 
Third World countries as 
much as 80 and 90 cents of 
every disposable income 
dollar goes to food. 
Not long ago, |

speaker at a dinner and I 
gave these figures in my 
talk. After the meal, a 
kindly gentleman came up 
to me with a smile on his 


face. 

“} just got back from 
(West) Germany,”’ he said.

Do you 
know -what eggs cost over 
there?" 


**No,'" 1 said. 

“Thirty-five cents,’ he 
answered.

That's $3.50 for 10 
eggs. Gasoline is a $1 a litre

Those are just two items 
he mentioned.

It is without fear of 


contradiction that I can say 


Canadians are perhaps the 
most fortunate people in the 
world when it comes to food 
costs, even if prices go up 
another 12 to 14 percent this 
year.

ways of leasing. There is 
share cropping and begin- 
ning farming gradually with 
a part-time job. There are 
also specialized areas of

The Ontario Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial 
Relations’ Food Price Moni- 
toring Program is lending some 
muscle to your side. 

In effect, the program is a 
watchdog over the entire food 
industry in the province. The 
staff keep a close eye on the 
marketing and pricing prac- 
tices of manufacturers and prod 
the industry to treat consumer 
questions and com laints ser- 
jously and ccealy. 

In addition, the program 
monitors the food prices of 72 
mass-purchased food items 
each month in 36 commun- 
ities across the province and 
compared with the prices of 
the same items in Toronto. 

This monthly report is dis- 
tributed to 440 organizations 
and individuals, including the 
media, universities, consumer 
associationa, libraries, govern- 
ment agencies and the food 
industry. 

Dagmar Stafl, economist in 
charge of the monitoring pro- 
gram, says that publishing the 
price comparisons has affected 
the price gap between Toronto 
and northern communities. 

“We do influence prices in 
an indirect way,” she said. 
“People in one town look at 
the report and see that prices 
in another, nearby town, are 
lower and they ask why. 

“For example, when we 
started monitoring prices in 
May, 1979, food prices were 
an average of 18.1 per cent 
higher in Moosonee than in 
Toronto. In February. 1981. 
that difference had shrank to 
11.7 per cent.

“The same thing happened 
in Dryden where the gap was 
10.2 per cent and it dropped 


to 4.9 per cent over the same 


“In fact, the price spread 

dropped for virtually all the 
northern .communities we 
monitor.” 
’ During the same_ period, 
prices in three of the five 
southern Ontario communities 
monitored dropped in com- 
parison with Toronto. 

Another function of the pro- 
gram is to prepare special 
reports on specific food items 
or marketing techniques. 

For example, the staff com- 


pared the price of generic pro- 
ducts against brand name pro- 
ducts of the same size and 
discovered that the generic 

cls were, on average, 32 


per cent cheaper. 


Another study looked into 
the availability of advertised 
specials. 

This survey revealed that 
7.5 percent of the advertised 
specials were unavailable in 
the store for one or more days. 
The figure ranged from 2.9 
per cent in one store to 13.9 
per cent in another. 

A related study discovered 
that a price discrepancy existed

Real northerners! 


As any northerner will 
tell you, the vast boreal 
forest zone of Ontario gets 
real winter weather. But 
even when the spruces and 
pines crack like gunshots in 
the twilight, and the cold 
prickles your nose and 
stiffens your clothes, about 
thirty species of birds still 
inhabit the northern forests. 

How can they do it, with 
no snugly heated homes to 
retreat to in the long winter 
night? The answer is a 
fascinating mix of adapta- 
tions in both their bodies 
and their behaviour. 

The evolution of northern 
birds, for example, has 
provided many with the 
ability of piloerection, or 
raising of the feathers to 
provide better insulation. 
Some feathers have softer 
tips in winter, to interlock 
better when fluffed. Gray 
jays simply have more 
feathers in cold weather. 
Hairy woodpeckers and 
chickadees are larger in the 
northern parts of their 
range, giving proportionate- 
ly less surface area to lose 
heat from the body volume. 

Like humans, birds can 
shiver to help keep warm, 
but this shivering needs lots 
of energy. A large crop, or 
neck pouch, to store energy- 
rich winter foods such as 
seeds and nuts is therefore 
a useful accessory. So are 
the feathered toes of a 
snowy owl, or the directly- 
connected veins and arter- 
ies of the feet and beaks of 
many species to speed up. 
the flow of warm blood to 
these extremities. 

Behavioural changes to 
conserve warmth can be as 
simple as tucking a head 


te 


under a wing, or selecting a 
sheltered, sunny spot for 
resting. Winter grouse sur- 
vive winter nights by diving 
into a soft snowbank, where 
the insulating snow can 
create a temperature differ- 
ence by up to 50 degrees F. 
Snow buntings and redpolls 
have also beeri reported to 
use this>-fatural blanket. 
Small birds often seek 
shelter in tree holes, some- 
times in groups. 

Even with all these 
adaptations, sometimes the 
winter becomes simply un- 
bearable, and “‘invasions™ 
of typically northern species 
moves into southerly 
climes. However, in almost 
all cases, these mass 
movements are caused by a 
shortage in wirter food, 
rather than by a reaction to 
cold weather. 


High tech 
maple syrup 


Maple syrup producers. 
are testing three new types 
of technology this spring to 
find ways to keep the lid on 
rising production costs. 

‘The new technology is 
aimed primarily at reducing 
fuel costs, which make up a 
substantial proportion of 
production costs,’” says 
John Butler, Ontario Mini- 
stry of Agriculture and Food 
maple syrup specialist. “‘It 
takes three to four litres of 


- gil to produce one’ litre of 


syrup."" . 

One innovation being 
tested is an economizer 
evaporator. This unit,eve- 
loped at the University of 
Waterloo, is expected to 
double the fuel efficiency of 
the evaporator. To evapor- 
ate the sap, the system uses 


Price monitoring agency helps shoppers 


between an advertised special 
and the price actually stamped 
on the product in the store an 
average of 8.2 per cent of the 
time in the stores surveyed. 

In this survey, the frequency 
of mislabelled products ranged 
from a low of 5.6 percent toa 
high of 12.1 per cent. - 

Another survey revealed 
that buying a larger package 
doesn't necessrily lead to sub- 
stantial savings. 

The comparison, based on 
unit prices, revealed that bulk 
buying will save you as little as 
1.3 per cent on the unit price 
of vegetable juice to a high of 
54.2 per cent for the larger 
size can of beans with pork. 

The result of these studies 
has been a tightening-up of 
pricing and marketing prac- 
tices at the loeal store level, 
according to Mrs. Stafl. 

The second major fallout of 
the monitoring program is that 
food companies have started 
providing more detailed an- 
¢wers to customer inquiries 
and complaints since the pro- 
gram began. 

“We recommend that people 
send a letter to the retailer or 
manufacturer when they have 
a complaint or price inquiry 
and send a copy to the Ontario 
Minister of Consumer and 
Commercial relations,” Mrs. 
Stafl said. 

“If they don't get satisfact- 
ion they can send their com- 
plairit to us and we contact the 
retailer orananufacturer. You'd 
be surprised how quickly the 
consumer gets an answer after 
weve been asked to help,” 


she added.

Vankoughnet takes constitutional stand 


Hastings-Frontenac MP 
Bill Vankoughnet delivered 
a 40 minute speech on the 
Constitution in the House of 
Commons on March 3 and 
March 4, 1981. 

Vankoughnet stressed the 
importance of the heritage 
and traditions of our past in 
building Canada and em- 
phasized the need to main- 
tain and build a better 
Canada by building on our 
present system and its 
strengths, not by unilateral 
and divisive change for the 
sake of change. 

Vankoughnet spoke of his 
riding as one of the oldest 
settled areas in Ontario, 
much of which was settled 
by United Empire Loyalists 
who left the United States 
because they chose to retain 
their way of life and work 
hard to build what became 
the nation of Canada. 


Vankoughnet, who is 2 
strong supporter of the 
monarchy, went on to stress 
the importance of maintain- 
ing our constitutional mon- 
archy and said, **The 
monarchy is too deeply 
rooted in our culture and 
our history to be removed 
from our political experi- 
ence.’ He went on to add, 
“The Loyalists took pride in 


their leve of God and the’ 


monarch...I think we owe 
them and other pioneers the 
decency and respect to 
preserve the tradition and 
way of life they helped pass 
on to us.” 

Vankoughnet spoke on 
the issue of women's rights,

Do you need new window 
sashes for your house or 
barn but don’t know where 
to go to get the work done? 
Have you already looked 
into the matter and found 
that you just can’t buy the 
sashes or get the old ones 
fixed up but are going to 
have to buy a completely 
new window and sash?

I 
was a‘ little rough when I 
first did my windows but 
I've improved my shop and 
machinery since then, 
which has resulted in an 
improvement in the pro- 
duct. I can also make the 
sashes much faster now and 
we have introduced a wider 
variety of sashes as we've

Bob's shop consists of an 
old driveshed beside his, 
house that he has renovated 
over a period of years. 
‘Originally I just had the 
three machines, but they 
weren't exactly suited for 
my use at that time s0, 
while I was renovating the 
shéd, I also had the 
machines overhauled and 
converted to single phase 
from three phase. I've 
continued to add machinery 
during the past few years 
and have even bought a 
stroke sander that was 
designed and made locally.

Province wide, the NDP 
dropped 265,000 votes from 
1977 while the Tories 
gained 80,000 and the 
Liberals went up 8,700. In 
Peterborough the NDP 
dropped 5537 votes and 
ended up a poor third in a 
former stronghold. In both 
Northumberland and Prince 
Edward Lennox the NDP 
vote dropped 2100. 

The NDP also lost 12 
seats, 4to the Liberals and 8 
to the Tories. Liberals 
maintained the same num- 
ber of seats losing 5 to the 
Tories and winning 5 new 
seats. Only one Tory incum- 
bent was defeated. Albert 
Belanger lost to Liberal Don 
Boudria in Prescott Russell, 
southeast of Ottawa. 

‘Without the collapse of 
the NDP vote, Tories would 
have been held to a minority 
government. On the other 
hand, the Liberals also 
benefited from NDP voters 
staying home. Liberals 
moved up from third place 
to second in 23 ridings. Now 


the Liberals hold $4 seats 


and are second in 64 others. 
Of the second place finish- 
es, Liberals are within 
striking distance in at least 
25. 


Overall, the Liberals are 
now in much better shape 
than before and are confi- 
dent that the party can build 
towards forming the go- 
vernment in the future. 
Liberals are now the alter- 
native party as Ontario 
seems to be moving back 
towards a two party system. 

One of the best post 
election comments comes 
from Hugh Segal, chief 
strategist to Bill Davis. 
Segal said the outcome was 
decided before the election 
was called. Opinion polls 
done before the election 
predicted voting results 
perfectly. 


Although Liberals were 
hopeful that a large turnout 
of undecided voters would 
go in their favour, it just 
didn't happen.

CASA BALDO, 15 St. 
Andrew's, Toronto, [Ken- 
sington Market) 

For many years CASA 
BALDO has enjoyed the 
reputation of being one of 
Toronto's finest Spanish 
restaurants. That its reputa- 
tion is deserved was proved 
on a recent visit. 

To begin with things did 
not go well, however. On 
arriving at 7:59 p.m. for an 
8 p.m. reservation - @ 
miracle of planning in the 
Toronto traffic - we were 
informed that no table was 
available, nor would be for 
as long as an hour; adding 
temptation to injury, the 
staff offered the worst table 
in the house. We are not so 
easily led astray, however, 
and, refusing the offer, we 
exacted an» amusing re- 
venge: for twenty-five min- 
utes we paced the front of 
the restaurant and stared 
belligerently at the two 
tables we felt to be unduly 
delaying their departure. 
From the anxious glances of 
the staff, our revenge was 
not without effect. I trust it 
may lead to improvements 
in their system of reserva- 
tions. 

The glory of Spanish 
cooking is seafood and, on 
finally being seated, we 
were presented with a menu 
which featured such appe- 
tizers as fried squid, snails, 
and shrimp with garlic. 
Featured main courses were 
two paellas, one of seatood, 
the other of mixed seafood, 
vegetable and meat. The 
winelist offers a surprising- 
ly limited number of the fine 
Spanish wines, but its 
prices are reasonable. 

After we had ordered, 
fresh warm bread was 
brought to the table toge* 


ther with a light liver pate. ° 


As is the case in too few 
restaurants, the latter is 
provided free of charge, a 
gesture guaranteed to warm 
the heart of even the most 


jaundiced patron. 

On prior information my 
ladyfriend had chosen as an 
appetizer the gazpacho 
soup. it was thinnish in 
texture but surprisingly 
delicate and refreshing. An 
appetizer of mussels con- 
sisted of a dozen perfectly 
cooked shellfish in a rather 
mildly-flavoured white 
sauce. 

After much deliberation 
we had chosen the mixed 
paella as a main course and 
it was a steaming-hot 
masterpiece of saffron rice, 
garlic, tomatoes, mussels, 
squid, “whitefish, chicken 
and vegetables: magnificent 
to look at, magnificent to 
taste. An extremely rich and 
full-bodied Spanish red was 
an ideal complement to the 
paella. 

Casa Baldo lists desserts 
in a separate menu and 
their quality is such that the 
pretension is blameless. 
Fresh strawberries ‘were 
firm perfect berries soaked 
in a mixture of liqueurs, of 
which Kirsch was promi- 
nent, and served with 
whipping cream. Fresh or- 
ange slices were accompa: 
nied by almonds and date 
pieces, all of which were 
soaked in mandarin orange 
brandy and topped with 
whipping cream. The straw- 
berries made such an 
impression that a second 
serving was required. 

Casa Baldo promotes 
vigorously, and indeed ex- 
cessively, a rare Spanish 
brandy which they exclu- 
sively import. On cach table 
a small card extols its 
virtues and rarity and it is 
brought to the table with a 
ceremony which would be 
more impressive if it did not 
come boxed in a cheap cork 
container. For all that, it is 
of a quality to banish 
memories of even the finest 
cognacs. 

Service at’ Casa Baldo 
maintains a dignified yet 


warm mean between the 
cold expressionless arro- 
gance of some restaurants 
and the enthusiastic incom- 
petence of others. As 
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service should do, it ¢le- 
vates = mere dinner, how- 
ever fine, into a memorable 
experience.

within a tightly coiled mass 
of leaves known as the 
spathe. This spathe is 
shaped like a crooked 
pointed hood, generally 
dark purple in colour with 
motties of yellow and green. 
Inside the hood, clustered 
on an upright spike, are the 
tiny lavender flowers that 
will bloom and disappear 
before the coarse two-foot 
leaves of the skunk cabbage 
unfurl. 

This dense flower spike, 
sheltered by a hood, is a 
characteristic shared by 
several close relatives of the 
skunk cabbage. The wood- 
land Jack-in-the-Pulpit, 
which blooms later in the 
spring, is a member of the 
same Arum family. So is the 
Wild Calla, a strikingly 
beautiful marsh plant whose 
flower spike is set off by a 
large pure white backdrop, 
in an elliptical shape similar 
to the domestic Calla Lilies. 
Strangely, these showy 
plants are also related to the 
miniscule duckweeds, 
whost green dots often 
carpet the surface of marshy , 
ponds in the late summer. 

One characteristic sets 
the skunk cabbage apart - 
its peculiar odour. When 
bruised, the plant emits a 
stench that has been likened 
to decaying flesh. While 
this unpleasant smell may 
detract somewhat from the 
attractiveness of an early 
spring bloomer, it may also 
serve a practical purpose. 
The odour is especially 
tempting to the large green 
carrion fly, one of the few 
insects that is likely to be on 
duty for pollination so early 
in the season. In nature, few 
things exist without a 
reason - even smells.
